I recently acquired an HBR-13C in stunning condition. The HBR-13C was = 
described in QST magazine 1965, a 13 tube superhetrodyne receiver, that 
anyone with (and these are my words) ‘above average skills' can build :) 
Its designer, Ted Crosby, achieved near cult status as a result of his 
HBR designs from the late 50's to mid 60's. 


My 13C came with one set of coils, 15 meters, but none for my favorite 
bands. The coil forms used in the HBR series was the clear Amphenol 1 = 
1/4" diameter five pin form. There is a 'band' around the top of the = 
coil form that is slightly wider than the windings part of the form. = 
This wider band allows an air variable capacitor to sit down into it. = 
The builder of my 13C used what appears to be RTV to hold the cap ends 
securely in place. 


The HBR uses three coils per band, and I want to wind 80, 40, 20 meters. 
Does anyone on here have any of these clear Amphenol coil forms for = 
sale? I'm going to initially try and find the clear forms to keep up = 

with the spirit of the HBR. Oddly, the clear coils look cool as well. 
I can easily imagine my coils plugged into a nice oak base while other = 
bands are in use. I think I need BA intervention :)))))=20

That appears to be how it works. Every day various users post a lot of 
files, some in response to specific requests. Most are in .zip, .pdf or 
.djvu form with some large ones split up into .rar files with .par sets. The 
service provider I use (easynews.com) keeps a "first in first out" queue of 
postings for about 40 days. Every day the last lot falls off the end anda 
new lot are posted. 


I don't know who the people are that post these files, but they must have a 
lot of time on their hands. Some of the files are recognizable from BAMA 
but there are a lot that are new. Besides electronic manuals there are car 
workshop manuals, all sorts of military manuals including those for 
submarines and jet fighters (I kid you not!) and lots of interesting 
textbooks including a lot of engineering ones. There's no list, you just 
have to have a look every day and take pot luck.

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.

Mac, thanks for forwarding Gene's post. My post to Boatanchors will = 
probably bounce there since my address is on their SPAM list, darn!, so = 
I will reply to Gene directly. 


Gene, I've been using mercury wetted relays for antenna relays for about = 
30 years now and they obviously do a very good job for me. If you have = 
copies of Electric Radio magazine, look up my article, "Mercury Relay = 
Break-In for the Classic CW Station," in ER # 90, October 96, page 20 = 
and following. That will give you some good ideas. If you don't have = 
access to the article let me know and I will send you a copy. =20 


Let me know what kind of Mercury Wetted Relays you have, the = 
manufacturer and model number, and I will tell you more about what you 
can do with them. It would also help me to know what kind of = 
transmitter you plan to use or at least how much power output you will 
be running through the relay. =20 


Right now I am using a Western Electric 337A Relay as the antenna relay 
in one of my BA stations. I can run the 200+ watt output of my Globe = 
King 275 through it and it carries it just fine. I do not “hot switch" 
the relay, however. I arrange to close the contact between the antenna = 
and the transmitter before I key the transmitter on. In another BA = 
setup I run the output of my SB200 amplifier, as much as 600+ watts on = 
CW, through a Western Electric type 276 relay. Again, I don't = 


hot-switch it. A 337A relay will weld if I run 600 watts through it, = 
but the higher capacity mercury switch in the 276 type will carry the = 
higher power successfully. I use these relays on 160 through 10 meters = 
with essentially no power lost through them. =20 


Mac, WQ8U, has built the Break-In System in my article, and he is also = 
getting good service from it I understand. =20 


So give me a little more information and we'll get you started on a = 
reasonably priced TR switch.
